fence was that after ho removed his 
daughter from school she was instructed 
by a private teacher iu his family, but ho 
admitted this teacher had no certificate 
to teach. 


The case was tried bfifore a Cumber- 
land county jury aud a special verdict 
renaered subject to law points. 
Judge 
Biddle decided that a governess or pri- 
vate teacher, even without any certificate, 
is legally qualified to teach, aud if this 
lawful and proper instruction is given at 
home a child need not attend the public 
schools. It was ordered that a verdict 
of not guilty be rendered and county pay 
costs.

tried before a justice and fined 
His' de­ 
fence was that after he removed his 
daughter from school she was instructed 
by a private teacher in his family, but he 
admitted this teacher had no certificate 
to teach. 
The case was tried before a Cumber­ 
land county jury and a special verdict 
renaered subject to law points. Judge 
Biddle decided that a governess or pri­ 
vate teacher, even without any certificate, 
is legally qualified to teach, and if this 
lawful and proper instruction is given at 
home a child need not attend the public 
schools. It was ordered that a verdict 
of not guilty be rendered and county pay 
costs.

The hedge plants along the roadside 
should receive an application of fer- 
tilizer in the spring and be also neatly 
trimmed. Hedges are frequently much 
neglected and die out, no attempts be- 
ing made to prevent them from insect 
attacks or supply them with plant 
food as a iComnonsation for the enor- 
mous growth made every season.

STORING FRUIT. 


In storing fruit or vegetables in the 
cellar, the better plan is to have boxes 
or bins, and arrange them so that they 
will be raised two or three Inches 
above the bottom and the same dis- 
tance from the wall. This gives a cold 
air space all around them, and avIII aid 
materially in keeping them at a more 
even temperature, while at the same 
time the risk of injury by frost is con- 
siderably lessened. 


GROWING 
BLACKBERRIES, 
It is now contended that it is a mis- 
take to cut blackberry canes back too 
low, as they will give better crops if 
allowed more cane. 
They should be 
given better cultivation than is usually 
bestowed. One point to observe is that 
if the old canes have not been cut out 
and burned there will be damage from 
borers. Blackberries will thrive on all 
kinds of soil, but to secure good crops 
fertilizer should be supplied early in 
the spring and the canes thined out in 
the rows where they are too plose 
together. 


SPRAYING APPLE 
TREES. 


When to spray apple trees depends 
upon the purposes desired. 
Use Bor- 
deaux mixture when the buds are 
^Bwelling, and if canker worms are 
abundant spray also when the blossoms 
are about to open. After the blossoms 
fall spray again with Bordeaux mix- 
ture. also Paris green repeating both 
applications a week or ten days later. 
In about ten days or two weeks an- 
other application may be made of Bor- 
deaux mixture. 
These remedies or 
preventives are for scabs, bud moth, 
codling moth, tent caterpillar, curculio 
and canker worm.

PROTECTING TREES. 
It is estimated that the cost of pro­ 
tecting ti’ocs to prevent disease, by the 
use of spraying mixtures, is less than 
one-fifth of a cent per tree, and the 
spraying may also Increase the profit 
on fruit, by inducing bettor quality. 


PRUNING VINES. ' 
The winter is the time to prune 
gi’ape vines, and it should not be de­ 
layed, as they cannot be cut back with 
safety after spring opens. 
Vines put 
out last spring may be cut back to 
three eyes and older vines may have 
their new wood cut bapk to six or eight, 
buds 


THE HEDGE PLANTS. 
The hedge plants along the roadside 
should receive an application of fer­ 
tilizer in the spring and be also neatly 
trimmed.

STORING FRUIT.

Blackberries will thrive on all 
kinds of soil, but to secure good crops 
fertilizer should be supplied early in 
the spring and the canes thined out In 
the rows where they are too plose 
together. 


SPRAYING APPLE TREES. 
When to spray apple trees depends 
upon the purposes desired. 
Use Bor­ 
deaux mixture when the buds are 
"Bwelllng, and if canker worms are 
abundant spray also when the blossoms 
are about to open. After the blossoms 
fall spray again with Bordeaux mix­ 
ture, also Paris green repeating both 
applications a week or ten days later. 
In about ten days or two wrecks an­ 
other application may be made of Bor­ 
deaux mixture.

One Scctton o f the Country Where Hobof« 
Are Krer Welonine. 
•‘Speaking of tramps. I know of one 
place In the United States where thli 
Interesting and erratic member of soci­ 
ety Is looked upon as a luxury/’ said 
a visitor at one of the hotels, *‘and in­ 
stead of meeting with kicks and cuffs, 
and being bustled around by the police, 
he is always welcomed. 
The place 1 
have in mind is out in the extreme 
northwestern part of Arkansas, In the 
Ozark Mountains. 
Few tramps ever 
get into that region of the world. You 
see, there is but one railroad running 
through that part 
of 
the 
country. 
Tramps, as you no doubt know, follow 
the railroads. But the ^Frisco system 
which runs through the sections of the 
Ozarks I have in mind does not stop 
regularly at the various points along 
the route, and besides the small com­ 
mercial centres are some distance 
apart. 
This is one reason for the 
scarcity of tramps out there* 
“The extreme cold is another reason. 
If a tramp should happen to be thrown 
off in the mountains bteween stations 
he would likely freeze, and starve be-' 
fore he could get within hollowing dis- [ 
tance of a human being. Conditions of ; 
this sort have tended to keep the mi* j 
grating element of the country’s popu- • 
lation out of the Ozarks, and hence out • 
there the tramp is looked upon as a 
sort of luxury. The few tramps who 
are bold enough to venture into that 
section strike a perfect paradise for the 
winter if they happen to land in one 
of the centres of population. By doing 
some of the lighter work around the 
house he will be fed like a prince for 
several months, and will wind up with 
a suit of clothes, and If he succeeds in 
winning the good will of the family he 
is with he will be cordially invited 
to return the next winter. 
Servants 
are very scarce. 
In the summer ser* 
vants are not needed. 
But when the 
mountains are wrapped in snow and ice 
the families begin to look around for 
help, for some person to split kindling 
and bring in wood and do other little 
things of the kind.”—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

Ignorance has for its 
cause the lack, not of Intclli2:ei>ce, but of the proper educa- 
tional facilities, It is an acquired negative characteristic. 
As such it Is not 
transmissible to offspring, and means absolutely nothing for the future of tho 
race. The first Baltic people brought to Rome by the armies of Caesar wer6 
Hooked upon, in contempt by patricians and plebeians alike. 
They were ig- 
uorant, rude, uncivilized. 
Fifteen centuries later, when the Renaissance 
•«wept over their land, the descendants of those same Baltic barbarians started 
civilization which. In many respects Is now the first of the world. 
Placed 
In the highly favorable American economic conditions, the next generation of 
•our Italian Immigrants will promptly show us that they lack neither Intel- 
ligence nor imagination nor artistic talent. 
That the recent turn taken by 
Immigration will deeply and In many ways modify our national character 
Is certain. 
That it will deteriorate It is not - Some of the modifications will 
be for the worse, some for the better. We can measure the extent of none, 
.find ought thereby to be prevented from making SAveeping assertions. 


The most conspicuous physical change which will be brought about by In- 
termarriage with the newcomers will be the least noticed by all but eth- 
nologists.

PLATINUM SCARCE. 


Precious Metal Hat Never Been • • 
Difficult to Get. 
Jewelers and othe>r workers In pre­ 
cious metals throughout Germany—as 
well as probably In other pai'ts of tho 
world—are finding more and more dif­ 
ficulty In procurinji platinum. Thcro 
has not been such a scarcity of this 
metal since it first camo into general 
use. It is a curious fact that when 
there has been a demand for any other 
metal, fresh deposits have had a re­ 
markable way of turning up Just in tho 
nick of time. This is not tho caso with 
platinum. It is still worked in Cali­ 
fornia, Colombia, Brazil, Hayti and 
Borneo, but the only place where it 
can be said to be at all abundant is in 
tho Ural mountains, which gives Rus­ 
sia a practlral monopoly of it. That 
country contains what Is probably tho 
largeet mass of this metal In exist­ 
ence. In the Demidoff museum Is a 
lump of native 
platinum 
weighing 
about twenty pounds. Tho Ural out­ 
put is not moro than four tons a year. 
Tlio cost of the metal once went down 
to $150 a pound, but that is now more 
than doubled. At ono time the Rus- 
s.an government struck coins of the 
metal, but di'’contlnued owing to the 
scarcity of the metal. 


Collecting Dialects, 
With tho fund recently received from 
the CurnGgle Instituto In Washington 
the department of experimental psy­ 
chology at Yale University will con­ 
tinuo expprlments on tho human voice, 
which were begun more than a year 
ago.

7be Postofilco Dcpu.rimcnt has ap­ 
proved the design for tho new five- 
cent postage stamp.

bolizes the cemetlng of the tie between 
tho North and South, and on that ac­ 
count tho stamp will be known gen­ 
erally as the “Union” stamp. 
It will 
show an engraved head of Lincoln, 
centered in an oval, while on the eitlier 
side will be the figures of a woman, 
one representing the North and the 
other the South. 
Each supports a 
palm and is draped in tho American 
flag.
